RAIDING THE “FORESTERS.”

TWO READING OFFICKERS AND A RE-
PORTER BAG SOME VAURANTS,

Inck and White Living In Hots mid !Im'l-'ln‘
A Good Deal of Sensation Manufao-
tuired Out A Hathor Basy Caplure,
Roading Agnin to the Front,

Otheers Kershner and  Lyon, of Roading,
went up into *“The Forest"” yesterday, on the
border of Borks and  northeastorn 1aneastor
county and raided a misernblo 1ot of people,
who have been living thero in squalor and
without much regard Lo age, sox, Faco, color
or social condition, The plae  in which
they were found is a stony ridge, back of
Churchtown, near where the mystorions
murder of old John Woller took place soime
ten yemrs ago.  1Lis o poor, seraggy countey §
and the denizens of it are suspectod  of sally-
ing out therefrom and ralding the barn-yards
and hen-roosts ol the farmoers of the Cones-
togn valley, and adjoining portions of  Borks
and  Lancaster countios, It was upon the
complaint of some of thess that the  Reading
officers visited tho placo and mocording to un
Kagle roporter  who  aecompanied  thom
they had  warrants for the arvest of Robort
Springer, Martin Springer, Rachel Sprin
Mary Stroninger, Sumuel  Trate, J
Bonin, Eliza Coleman, * Seabiby ' Smith,
Henj. Rice and Wi Frankheiser,  Soveral
furmers spoken with on the wiy comimendod
the oflicers for their pluck, siying that steal-
ing was entirely too frequont.

“The Forest™ is about 14 miles from Road-
ing, and the ascent is very stoop and gradual,

Hay Brown, and the com-
monwoealth is ropresented by H, M Norlh,

The lestimony of 1. €. Lintner was that In
September  dnst  Hall & Albright, eattle
doalers, called st his yards and purchased
onttle, valuod at 70070, Witness had a con-
versation  with John E. Dennison before
the sale was consummated  and Dennison
told  him  that  Hall wias a man  of
means  and  Jud  a large  amount  of
money  al  interest,. On the streogth ol
thess ropresontations witness partod with his
cattle, nrud toek in paymoent therefor a note
slgned by Hall & Albright, with Dennison
as socurity. Thoe note went o protest, and
witness claimed that  the  reprosentations
o by Dennison wors filse and he hd
him arrested  Tor false pretemse,  Dennlson
mssarted that ho hid  Doon roblbwed of several
thousand dollars and that was the reason he
wus not e,

John W, Mentzer testifiod that he purted
with s canrtomd of cattle vidood ot 8LOTCAL, on
Soptember 17, on exactly the e roprosen-

FAMILIES AWAKENED FROMBLEEN B
THE ROAR OF RUNSHING WATERS,

The Terrible Situstion of Gainesville, Texas,
on Wednesdlay Morning—ilouses Overthrown
nnd Washed Down Peon': Crook—Soek-
Ing Refuge Upon the Trees.
